Lawn Work Now 

Because grass is a cool-weather 
plant, any work with lawns should 
be started just as quickly in the 
Spring as possible, experts point out. 
This does not mean, of course, that 
the soil should be worked while it is 
still wet. That sort of thing never 
helps in any kind of gardening. But 
once one can walk over the ground 
without getting shoes muddy, then the 
rake can be brought into play. 

In both new lawns or patching, 
the soil should be raked fine and le- 
vel. Authorities advise sowing only 
‘the highest quality of seed mixtures 
and as thick as directions specify. 
To get even resutls it:is best to make 
a double sowing, one across and once 
lengthwise. Small patches can be 
protected from the birds by brush. 

Both new and old lawns benefit 
from rolling while the ground is still 
soft, Grass, like any other plant, 
benefits from rich soil and an annual 
application of fertilizer. This im- 
proves the growth and also the color 
of the grass itself. 

Building Up Soil 

Perfect garden soil is a light, rich 
loam, which means a mitxure of sand, 
clay and rotted vegetable matter. 
The latter is technically known as 
humus. Unless one is lucky it is not 
usual to find such a perfect combin- 
ation in one’s own garden. But with 
a little care, something very similar 
can be created.

DOMINION TO CONTINUE THE 
70 CENT INITIAL PAYMENT 
~~ 

The Dominion Government 
ment will continue the initial pay- 
ment of 70 cents a bushel on wheat 
in 1941-42, Trade Minister J, A. Mac~- 
Kinnon announced in the Commons 
today. ; 

A limit of 230,000,000 bushels has 
been set on the amount of wheat to 
be delivered to ‘the Canadian Wheat 
Board on the open market or other- 
wise and it is hoped this amount can 
be sold in domestic and export mar- 
kets. ; 

The quota system of delivery at 
elevators will be continued and these 
quotas will be based on the produc- 
tion from 65 per cent of the 1940 
acreage. 

“The first quota will be a general 
one and will allow the delivery of 
the same amount of wheat per acre 
from every farmer,” said Mr, Mac- 
Kinnon, “The second and following 
quotas will be certain proportions of 
the 1941 yield for the farmer’s ship- 
ping point; that is, a high yield in 
1941 will have a higher quota per 
acre than a low yield point. 

In order to induce farmers to re- 
duce wheat acreage the government 
will pay them for wheat lands turn- 
ed into summerfallow, sown to coarse 
grains and rye or seeded to grass or | 
clover, Agricultural Minister Gardin- 
er announced. . 

For reduced wheat acreage sum- 
merfallowed and “in the black” on 
' July 1, the government will pay far- 
mers $4 per acre. For reduced wheat 
acreage sown to coarse grains, rye, 
grass or clover, the payment will be 
$2 per acre.
